LONDON, Feb. 20.—The government to- 
night announced its decision to intervene to 
prevent the strike of miners ordered to begin 
on March 1 by an overwhélming vote of the 
colliers taken last month. 

The intervention took the form of an in- 
vitation from Premier Asquith to representa- 
tives of thé mine owners and the miners to 
meet him and his coHeagues in the cabinet 
on Feb, 22. 

This step was followed by a communication 
to the industrial council, a body org.nised 
for the settlement of trades disputes, ad- 
vising It that the government proposed to 
take immediate action to prevent what was 
designated as a disaster. 

All Negotiations Failed. 

All negotiations between the owners and 
miners failed this afternoon and at a spe 
clal meeting the cabinet considered the mat- 
ter for over two hours and decided it was 
necessary that the government take decided 
action. Thie was considered espetially

Feared Greatest Strike. 

The weather is mild, but the suffering 
among the poor would be great.

Thus 
the outlook when the cabinet met was that 
Great Britain was on the eve of the greatest 
lahor strike, ever known and one that would 
eventually tie up all commerce. 

The Thames is crowded with barges dis- 
charging coal, and there are mountainous 
supplies along the ines of the ralilréads. 
All government employés have deen in- 
structed to exercise the greatest economy 
in the use of coal. Some of the colliertas 
have shut down. 


Owners Suggest Solutions, 

The English coal owners represented on the 
conciliation board issued a statement tonight 
embodying the conditions under which they 
are willing to concede a minimum Wage. 

The statement is a long and technical doc- 
ument, the most importagt item of which is 
the requirement of a guarantee from the 
miners of @ minimum output. 

Among the many solutions of the difficulty 
suggested ia the interesting one that the 
minimum wage should be tried experimenta!- 
ly for three months in order to test its prac- 
ticability, the government undertaking to 
guarantee thé coal jowners against loss 
thereby. 

While the English owners are not averse 
to the prineiple of a minimum wage, the 
Welsh owners are irreconcilable, but it is 
stated that Chancellor Licoyd-George is try- 
ing to win the Welshmen to some compre- 
mise.

Nene of thie is said to have sold or 
paid for—uniess certain politicians who hav:

Now it is a full grown corporation, fat with 
the grease and fertilizer it has extracted 
from Chicago's garbage. 

Despite its health and strength it is now 
representing to the city council it is without 
credit to make needed improvements. It 
cays that it must have a renewal of its con- 
tract for five years at thé old price in order 
Lo get its invested ea pl tal out of the business. 

It was unfortunate on May 1, 1908, in Hav 
ing an explosion that practically destroyed 
the plant, killed ten men, and injured three 
others. Otherwise it has been lucky. 


Secretary Givés History. 

Only one business mistake can be charged 
up against it. That was en Aug. 16 last, when 
bill No. 288785 was fled in the Superior 
court.

Agree to Combine. 

Turner made an agreement with these peo- 
ple to form a company. When the bid was 
submitted to it was in the name of Mr. 
Christian, O. M. Bake of Hamilton, O., 
and Walker R. Hall of Cincinnati. Turner 
asserts it was part of the agreement that 
the bid should have deen submitted in his 
name f 

They went ahead and formed a corporation 
under the Illinois laws capitalized at $1,700,- 
000. That was divided into common and pre- 
ferred shares. Of the latter Turner was 
given 311 shares and 1,689 shares were turned 
over to Arthur Jones, a lawyer of Detroit, 
as trustee for the so-called Edson syndicate. 
Of the common stock one share each was 
assigned to Edson, Christian, Jones, and 
A. L McLeod, 40 shares to Turner, and 

14,546 to Jones as trustee. 

The contract with the city of Chicago pro- 
vided that the company should receive gar- 
dase on Nov. 1 of the year in which the con- 
tract was awarded. Turner says he was 
notified about Oct. 17 that the syndicate had 
fallen down in raising money. 


New Crowd Gets Control. 

A hurry-up meeting of the corporation was 
called for Oct. 10 in Chicago, and Turner 
says he was confronted with a new syndicate, 
composed of Bake, Jones, Hall, and W. A. 
Julian of Cincinnati and J. R. Thomas of 
‘Charleston, W. Va. This crowd is still in 
control of the corporation. Julian is presi- 
dent, Thomas is vice president, Bake is treas- 
u er and the successor of Turner as general 
manager, and John Eberson is secretary. 

The Julian syndicate proposed that they 
personally loan the money. They then sup- 
plied $60,000, and $85,000 was borrowed from 
the Hamilton National bank of Chicago. A 
little later the Julian syndicate advanced 
624,500 additional. 

“ All of said $84,500 so loaned by the Julian 


syndicate,” reads Turner's bill on page 15, 


“together with interest thereon, has been 
repaid to them in full out of the earnings and 
profite of the business of the Chicago Reduo- . 
tion company, and the said loan of $u5,Quu 
go made by the Hamilton National bank has 
also been repaid in full to said bank out of 
the net earnings and profits.”’ 


Sell Preferred Stock. 

A little later they needed some more money 
and that wae raised by selling preferred 
stock. It was provided in the bylaws of the 
corporation that all the preferred stock 
should draw 7 per cent interest and that 820 
on each share of 100 should be retired an- 
nually. 

Apparently everything weat along fine in 
@ financial way until the explosion in 1008 

That caused “a property loss to the com- 
peny of over $50,000,” says the Turner bill, 
In short, the reduction plant was de- 
stroyed.”’ 

Turner called a. meeting of the directors 
and his bill asserts it was made known to 
him that they had furnished all the funds 
they intended to furnish, and that if the en, 
terprise was to be saved it would be saved 
through the individual efforts of your orator. 
Aithough deserted and abandoned by his as- 
'gociates he procured a loan of 388,000. 


Says He Put Plant on Feet. 

“As the direct result of your orator’s.in- 
dividual work in so reconstructing said 
plant and in carrying on the business of said 
company, all of its debts were paid in full 
before the close of the year of 1910 out of 
the earnings and profits of the business, and. 
the company at that time nad invested in its 
plant and ess the sum of $450,000, and 
was then and for some time past had been in 
an extremely prosperous condition.“ 

F. H. Wickett of Chicago about this time 
_ succepded Jones as the attorney. | 

Although the bill makes no explanatign, 
the company on Dec. 2, 1900, reduced its 
capital stock from $1, 700.000 to $563,900, of 
which $500,000 was in common stock. Of the 
preferred stock Turner owned 269 shares. 
That leaves 343 preferred shares which were 
sold—total face value being $34,300. 

Asa result of Turner's fight the syndicate 


_ stockholders, as Well as purchased all Tur- 
ners common 8 f 
dot $7,000 ‘and 10 Per Cent.” 
Turner, according to his bill, started on a 
salary of $6,000 a year, and later was boosted 
to $7,000, in addition to his 10 per cent com- 
mission. Although he says the net profits 
ir: 1010 were more than $150,000, the company 
figured them at $67,883.33. 
Continuing, the bill reads: g 


“As a direct result of the skill, knowledge, 


and industry of your orator (Turner), the 
business of the Chicago Reduction company 
had so grown and developed that it was 
apparent that the earnings, of the company 
during the year 1911 would amount to over 
$300,000, and accordingly your orator, in 
January, 1911, asked the corporation te in- 
crease his salary from $7,000 to $12,000 a yéar, 
in addition to said 10 per cent on the net 
profits to which he was entitled under said 
agreement.” i 

Turner's bill says he had numerous in- 
terviews with the officers, which resulted 
finally in his being “ forcibly and fraudulent- 
ly ejected from his office as general man- 


ager.” ; 1 


Cites Fictitious“ Expenses. 

Turner's bill throws some side lights on 
the expenses. One item reads: 

“ The Chicago Reduction company has paid 
to the members of the Julian syndicate from 
time to time, under the guise of false and 
fictitious traveling expenses, the sum of $8,000 
to which they are in nowise entitled; said 
payments are absolutely fraudulent, and the 
moneys so paid out should be returned to the 
company.’ 

Another reads like this: 

“AS an additional method of looting the 
company, your orator is advised, and so 
charges the fact to be, that the board of 
directors have appointed an executive com- 
mittee, composed of Gabriel Chiera, O. M. 
Bake, and J. R. Thomas, each of whom re- 
‘ celves the sum of $100 per day for their pre- 
tended services to the corporation. . There 
is no bylaw or lawful resolution authorising 
the payment of said sum of $100 a day to such 
exectitive committee or any or either of 
them.

FLIES OVER LAKE; 
FALLS ON RETURN 


Miles from Shore; Walks 
on Ice to Erie, Pa. 


DESERTS WRECKED SHIP. 


Aviator Unable to Tell How Long 
He Was Unconscious; Found 
Staggering by Skaters. 


Erie, Pa.. Feb. 20:—Harl Sandt, a youthful 
aviator, the first virdman to fly over the 
Great Lakes from the United States to 
Canada, came to grief ten miles out on the 
lake from Northeast, Pa., tonight, while 
attempting a return flight\to the American 
shore. 

While high in the air and twenty miles 
cast of his course, the engine of his bi- 
plane stopped. For a time he glided to- 
ward the ice covéred lake, but suddenly the 
machine upset and he was buried uncon- 
acicus in the wreckage. 

How long he remained in this condition 
Zandt does not know. 


Walks Ten Miles to Shore. 

When he recovered he was covered with 
blood from many cuts. Aided by a pocket 
compass, Sandt walked ten miles to the 
American shore, landing at North East at 
10 o’clock tonight. He was found staggering 
along the by boys who were skating 
and later Farried to a hotel and word tele- 
phoned this city. 

Sandt is, not injured seriously. He was 
brought here from North East at midnight in 


band, and loud blasts from shop whistles 
greeted him. 

Speaking of his trip Sandt said: ö 

„ made the trip over in fine shape and 
started back from the Canadian shore at 
5:50 o’olock. I got along fine for about 
fifteen. minutes and then my engine began 
to miss. A minute later it stopped. I was 
2,000 feet in the air and started to glide to- 
ward the ice below me. I remember striking 
and from that time everything was a blank. 


Machine Ready for Junk Heap. 

“When I cametto I wae in the wreckage 
and found the machine was hopelessly 
broken. I had my pocket compass and with 
N started towards the shore. I walked for 
about three hours before I saw lights. 

“I thought at first it was Erie, but in a 
minute I realized it was not, and that I was 
lost. I was so weak I could not move an- 
other foot. Then I cried-for help. It was 
my last effort. I could hardly speak and I 
guess if those boys had not heard me I would 
have died.“ 

Sandt left Erie for Port Rowan, Canada, 
seeking to be the first man to fly across the 
inland sea. The trip was made in thirty-four 
minutes. It was 2:41 by the aviator’s watch 
when he took to the @ir here, and at 4:30 he 
telephoned friends from Port Rowan that he 
had landed at 3:15.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—- Whether it 
would be dangerous, from the standpoint of 
facing an enormous indemnity verdict, for 
the United States to submit to The Hague 
tribunal! the claims of the republic of Colom- 
bia for the Panama canal strip, is a question 
witich the house committee on foreign af- 
faire will thoroughly consider before making 
a report to congress of its investigation of 
Colombia's claims. 

The hearings on the Rainey resolution, 
urging submission of the dispute to The 
Hague continued today and Henry D. Hall, 
of a New York newspaper, summed up the 
evidence in the case, which he said tended 
‘to prove that former President Roosevelt 
took the isthmus in violation of treaty obll- 
gations, that the revolution was fom«cmted 
by this country, and that Colombia was en- 
titled to reparation. 


Cannot See Settlement. 

The fact that Secretary of State Knox was 
trying to settle it directly was discussed, 
Mr. Hall declaring he did not believe any 
settlement made by Colombian and United 
States arbiters with the president of some 
South American country as referee, would 
be satisfactory to the Colombia people. 

“IT can well see how there is some hesita- 
tion on Secretary Knox's part to take into 
The Hague this indefensible case, said Mr. 
Mall. He does not want to go in with a 
losing case, in which the judges can do noth- 
ing but say that we should pay Colombia 
the intrinsic value of the isthmus.”

Supreme Bench Pleases Advo- 


cates of Initiative and 
Referendum. 


SEE SPREAD OF THE IDEA. 


Possibility of Congress Interfer- 
ing in Movement Ex- 
tremely Remote. 


(BY a STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
Washington, B. C., Feb. 20,—{Special.}— 
Advocates of the 4nitiative and referendum 
in congress are jubllant over the decision of 
the Supreme court in the Oregon case. They 


believe that as a result of the decision the 


institution will spread to practically every 
state in the union. } 

In the opinion of the court the judicial 
branch of the government cannot interfere 
with the existence or adoption of the initia- 
tive and referendum in any state. It is 
purely a political question to be dealt with 
by congress. 


Interference Not Likely. 

It therefore is within the power of con- 
gress to declare the initiative and referen- 
dum an unrepublican form of government 
and violation of the express provision of 
the constitution. In such an event congress 
could refuse admission to the senators and 
representatives of a state having the insti- 
tution and might authorize the dispatch of 
troops to enforce its ideas of e republican 
form of government. 

But while these possibilities were pointed 
out today by members of congress who are 
authorities on constitutional law, it was de- 
clared that such contingencies are extreme- 
ly remote. 

An increasing number of senators and 
representatives are advocating the initiative 
and referendum as a salutery check on re- 
calcitrant and corrupt legislatures. About 
a dozen states now have the institution in 
various forms. 


Some Who Oppose Plan. 


Few legislators have gone so far as to as- 
sert the opinion that the initiative and ref- 
ererdum produces an unrepublican form of 
government which ought not to be tolerated 
under the mandate of the constitution. 
Among those who have are Senator Beiley 
of Texas and Senator Heyburn of Idaho and 
Congressman Joseph G. Cannon of Illinois. 

Representative McKinley of Illinois is op- 
posed to the initiative and referendum, as is 
Senator Lorimer of the same state:

ESCAPES. AFTER A CHASE. 


Police Fail to Learn Identity of Either; 
Get Elkhart Clew. 


A vendetta, which had its beginning in 
Eikbart, Ind., involving two meh who loved | 
the same woman, came to @ tragic ending 
in Chicago yesterday morning when one of 
the men was stabbed and mortally wounded 
by the other in front of the saloon of Paul 
Schoop, 424 Wells street. 

Nothing ig known of the identity of th 
murdered man nor his assailant, except that 
beth are Croations who hved in Mkhart. 
The victim was passing the saloon When 
man who had apparently beeg waltung thete+ 


tor hours sprang upon him and drove a 


éagger to the hilt in hig abdomen. The 
assailant fied down Wells street. Pe 4 was 
pursued for blocks, but’ oer the. 
cfowds. — 


Staggers Into Saloon. 

The wounded man staggered into the 
ldon, the dirk still imbedded in his body, 
died in the police ambulance While being 
taken to the Passavant hospital. 

The murdered man was about 25 years 
old. He was 5 feet 6 inches tall and was 
well drested in a dark gray suit. At the un- 
dertaking rooms, 641 Wells street, $55, two. 
watches, and two stamped letters were found 
in his clothing, The lefters were addressed 
to Frank Hrvat, R. R. No. 35, Elkhart, 
Inde,” and “Takolj Gawsor, 1210 Leonard 
avenue, Elkhart, Ind.“ 

‘They were translated, but gave no clew 
to the police. No name was signed to either 
note. Detectives were sent to Elkhart with 
the letters to try to leary the identity of the 
man. 

The slayer is said to have been about the 
same age as hig victim, He wore a gray 
suit of greenish tinge and a soft black hat. 
He had no overcoat. 


Waits for His Victim, 

He had been in a number of saloons in the 
vicinity for two days. In the place of Frank 
Rebe, 431 Wells street, he remarked Monday 
night that he was looking for a man who 
ruined hie home in Elkhart and he was going 
to get him before he left Chicago.” 

The man went to Schoop’s saloon ip the 
morning. He told the bartender he intended 
te wait for a man with whom he had an ap- 
pointment. About helf an hour before the 
killing he etrolled outside of the saloon.

This happy state of affairs arises with 
agreeable frequency when loan sharks ven- 
ture into court. Three instances of this kind 
have gecurred in Chicago within a few days. 

Most interesting is the case of Harry Orrill, 
former convict and loan «hark, who sued 
for $632 and interes. and was ultimately 
forecd to pay the defendant $672 on a judg- 
ment given by a jury in the court of Muniei- 
pal Judge Judson F. Going. 

The name of the defendant is withheld at 
the request of his attorney, Fred S. Loomis, 
and he will be referred to hereafter in this 
story as Mr, Victim, 


Ten Years in Sharks’ Clutches. 

Mr. Victim, who hae a wife and chfidren, 
and is employed by the Rock Island railroad, 
had been in the clutches of sharks for ten 
years. The South Side Loan company. the 
Madison Loan company, Louis F. Hopkins & 
Co., and others had kept him on the verge of 
nervous prostration for years, The rapidly 
swelling interest formed a barrier between 
him and freedom through which hecould not 
break. 

About six years ago Orrill, who ran a loan 
office at Bive Island, got hold of him and 
soon was in complete control of his financial 
affairs. He collected Mr. Victim's salary, 
minus a small allowance for the Victim's 
family, and pald or claimed to have paid the 
remainder, 40 nigh the claims of his fel- 
Tow sharks, This went on for years and Mr, 
Vietim seemed to remain as deep in the hole 


as ever. 


while Orrill was serving a term in the Ches- 
ter penitentiary for attacks on girls, during 
which time Mr. Victim began to get on_his 


feet again. 


Alice Orrill Will Not Talk. 

When Orrill got out he filed suit in the Mu- 
nictpal court for the $632 and interest, which 
he claimed due him on various notes and oth- 
er transactions. After various delays and 
vain attempts on the part of Mr. Victim to ob- 


Orrill, manager of ber father’a loan office, the 
case came to trial. 


to the shark's records Mr. Victim proved pay- 
ments of $1,122 to Orrill, and denied the valjd- 
ity of $190 of Orrill’s claims against him. This 
left the net balance in hie favor $672, for 
which the jury gave a verdict. And the exe- 
cution has just been marked judgment and 
ll costs fully paid and satisfied.” 


Defeats Loan Shark’s $91 Claim. 

A similar case was that of Arthur H. 
Talbot, who after some years dealings with 
Flack & Co., had his wages garnished foe 
a judgment of $91 on a judgment note. He 
‘s employed by the Nickel Plate, and that 
railroad and the Legal Ald society fought 
the case. When a showing was made to 
Judge Torrison on Monday that Talbot had 
received only 270 from the sharks and al- 
ready had repaid 8980 the judge set aside 
the judgment, and the garnishment case fell 
of its own weight.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL DEAL. 


Claims Railroad, Water Power 
Interests, and Public Utilities 
Crowd Put Up Coin.

Fairfield, III., Feb. 20.—[{Special.]—In four- 
teen speeches, delivered today in Egypt, 
Gov. Deneen charged directly that the at- 
tempt of the Lorimer bipartisans to defeat 
him four years ago had been backed by the | 
greatest political jackpot in the history of 
IlMnois. 

The governor further charged specifically 
that the campaign against him in 1908 had 
been financed by the Illinois Central railway, 
the water power interests, and the public - 
utilities crowd in Chicago. ‘The chief ma- 
nipulators in the business of discrediting him 
politically and personally, Gov. Deneen al- 
leged, were the forces now combined in the 
Lorimer-Lincoln league, so far as the Re- 
publican end of the combination was con- 
cerned. | 

Representing the Republican party of Hu- 


nols as its titular head at this time, the gov- 


ernor made demand in his Shawnee- 
town speech that each and every candidate 
for governor before the Republican pri- 
maries immediately and unreservedly xive 
hie pledge to the party to support the nomi- 
nee for governor who will be nained at the 
primaries on April 9. 
Expects Fair Treatment. 

„It is only fair treatment and only honest 

action which is demanded from the men 


no bave offered themselves for honor - 
able preferment at the hands qf r party.“ 
the governor said, and if any them are 


going to bolt we who are loyal to the party 
and its platforms want to know it now. A 
candidate who cannot ‘now give promise of 
his fealty and loyalty after the primaries 
ought to be kicked out of the party. 

“As for me, I shall abide the will of the 
majority. and I shall earnestly and faithfully 
support the nominee whomever the Republi- 
cans of Illinois in their good judgment shal. 
choose as their leader.“ 

Tonight at Fairfield, with a gizzard raging 
out of doors, Gov. Deneen cloted the second 
day of his campaign with the exposition of 
the finances of his administration, w!th par- 
ticular attention to the recent attack made 
upon him by State Representative Jchn Mu. | 
Rapp, Democratic member of the house from 
the Fairfield district. 


Explains State Appropriations. 

Gov. Deneen quoted official figures to show 
that the increased total of appropriations 
for state purposes had not been abnormal, 
but had txilowed closely the increase in the 
~mber ‘of the state’s depen ts, the new 
fieids of p-carossive usefulness upon which 
the state had embarked, and changes made 


uin the method of conducting the state's 


finances. 

Can I be reélected? the governor asked 
in his speeches as his special train skipped 
across southern Illinois from East St. Louis. 
My answer is that it will be a deplorable 
matter for the state if my successor ¢omes 
into office ng that I have been dis- 
eredited and politically disgraced because I 
have attempted to compel the Illinois Cen- 
tral to pay its just indebtedness to the state;* 
because I have attempted to conserve the 
water power sites created by taxation to 
the people of the state; because I have 
favored public utilities regulation by the 
state.

CALLS HIS RECORD CROOKED. 


Editor Wouldn’t Vote for Socrates or 
Piato for President. 


Louisville, Ky., Feb. 20.—[Special.)—Col. 
Henry Watterson, who retired from the heat 
of the Wilson-Harvey engagement two 
weeks ago into the balmy region of Naples 
on the Sea, Florida, with notice that he 
was done with the controversy, gave out to- 
day another message to the Democrats of 


Kentucky.“ 

He says that Woodrow Wilson has sought 
dy assuming an attitude of superiority and 
silence, to whistle me down the wind of a 
dignity which I take leave to believe is pure- 
ly fanciful.“ The colonel will not, however, 
be whistled down.

Scholar Idea Was Alluring. 

“There was on the face of it something 
alluring in the ide: of going outside the 
arena of professiona’ politics and taking a 
scholar and a gentlemen cut of one of the 
ugiversities, who professed to be a Demo- 
erat and had actually been a student of 
government. 

“In the case of the governor of New 
Jersey the attraction was enchanced to the 
Democrats of the south by the accident of 
his southern birth.

Modern French Music.

‘REPRESENTATIVE gathering of 
music lovers assembled in the foyer 
of Orchestra hall yesterday afternoon 
when the Misses Esther and Dorothy 
Swainson and Miss Constance Purdy 


offered a program of modern French music 


in iMustration of a lecture by Miss Esther 
Swainson on the same subject. While the 
music of these explorers of new tonal worlds 
is gaining in favor, thanks to its enthusiastic 
practice by many planists and singers and 
its generous representation on the programs 
wt the symphony orchestras, it is not to be 
presumed that the general public is now 
ready to listen with interest to a detailed 
technical discussion of its harmonic pecul- 
larities. Therefore one cannot find fault 
with that portion of yesterday's audience 
that failed to follow Miss Esther Swainson’s 
temarks with close attention.

The lecture dealt too fully with the tech- 
nical aspects of the music with which it ts 
only right to presume that the musician is 
sufficiently familar, and for which the lay- 
man cannot be expected to have an intell- 
gent appreciation. It was clear and pains- 
takingly accurate, and in the class room it 
would not have been dull. The illustrations 
were admirable. Miss Dorothy Swainson is 
a temperamental pianist, with a splendid 
command of her instrument and a rarely 
sensitive appreciation of beauty and fantasy 
that may be discovered in atmospheric ef- 
fects of the damper pedal. When siie has 
become more familiar with American pianos 
and their superior acoustic advantages she 
will discover several ways to enhance the 
c‘arity and sonority of these effects.

True Bill Against Railroad 
and Theater Managers. 


CALLS ADVERTISING RUSE 


A. H. Monroe, Mail Order Head, 
Held for Frauds; Investors 
Read of Big Profits. 


The federal grand fury yesterday indicted 
three of the New York Central lines, two of 
their officials, three theatrical agencies, and 
two theatrical managers, charging them 
with rebating. The specific charge is that | 
the railroads paid back W per cent of the 
cost of transporting the burlesque troupes 
in the form of advertising, for which exces- 
sive rates were paid. | 

The rebate indictment, predicted several 
weeks ago while the witnesses were testfy- 
ing before the grand jury, is said to be the 
first taking up the rebating on account of 
passenger fares. Only one Chicago man is 
involved. He is William H. Underwood, as- 
sistant general passenger agent for the 
Michigan Central railroad, named jointly 
with the railroad company and Rudolph K. 
Hynicka of Cincinnati, manager for several 
troupes of burlesquers.

Prices Decline Sharply After 
Early Rally; Heavy Re- 
ceipts Bear Help. 


LIVERPOOL HAS ADVANCE. 


Light Plate Offerings Bull Influ- 
ence Abroad; Coarse Grains 
Close Weak. 


The wheat market lacked * aggressive 
support in the late trading yesterday and 
prices closed with net losses for the day of 
%@4%@%e. Local traders bought freely early, 
encouraged by the further advance at Liv- 
erpool, and there was not a great deal of sell- 
ing pressure until the last hour. Further 
liquidation was a feature in the May and 
commission houses had a good deal of July 
to sell around 96c. 

Outside of the firm tone at Liverpool, which 
was due to decreasing stocks in the United 
Kingdom and the firm offerings of Plate and 
Australian wheat, there was not much in 
favor of the bulls in the day's news develop- 
ments. The receipts continue large at all 
points, with no indications of any material 
let up. The country was reported selling 
cash wheat here again, while the shipping 
demand was slow. Southwestern cash mar- 
kets were easy. 


Big Slump at Antwerp. 

Liverpool closed %@id higher and spot 
wheat was unchanged to %d higher. The 
continental markets were not strong, Ant- 
werp being 1%4c:lower, while Berlin was un- 
changed and Budapest \c higher. Other for- 
eln exchanges were again closed. Argentine 
reports noted more liberal arrivals at the 
chief ports, but a poor quality. One cable 
said there were some estimates placing the 
exportable surplus at less than a year ago. 
Australian offers were light. Generally for- 
eign crop conditions are satisfactory. 

The chief influence at present so far as the 
local trade is concerned is the big run of 
wheat which is causing estimates of the last 
crop to be radically revised. Primary arriv- 
als were 656,000 bu; last year, 246,000 bu. 
In the northwest arrivals were 366 cars, 
against 167 cars a year ago, and Winnipeg 
had 509 cars, compared to 240 cars a year 
ago. Local arrivals were 89 cars, with 63 
cars estimated for today. 


Cash Inquiry Is Slow. 


The cash demand continues slow. There is not 
much concern felt in regard to the condition of the 
growing crop unless there should be unusually 
ld weather following the present warm spell. 
More precipitation was reported in the Ohio val- 
ley and in the southwest. A few scattered sec- 
‘fons report a poor outlook for wheat, but gen- 
(rally conditions since the wheat was planted 
have been unusually favorable. Minneapolis 
wheat stocks increased 60,000 bu for three days. 
The flour trade at that point was slow. 

Clearances for the day were moderate at 266,000 
bu wheat and flour. Selling of wheat was led 
hy Shearson-Hammill, Barrett. Barrell, Brosseau 
and Kidston in the late trade. Valentine and 
Brosseau led the early buving, and there was 
fair buying of the July by Noyes-Jackson and 
Armour. 

Corn Starts Firm; Closes Weak. 

Corn displayed a fairly strong tone at tha start, 
but later eased off in sympathy with wheat and 
closed lc lower. The cash demand was mod- 
erate here, but there was a little improvement

FINE FOR CHICAGO IMPORTER

Jules E. Bernard Confesses Falsely Clas- 
sifying Merchandise in Order to Ob- 
tain Cheaper Rates of Transportation. 


New York, Feb. 20.—{Special.]—Jules E. 
Bernard, head of the firm of Bernard. Judae 
& Co., customs _ brokers in Chicago, was 
fined $1,050 in the United States District 
court today after admitting he had falsely 
classified imported merchanéise so as to ob- 
tain cheaper transportation rates from rail- 
roads. It is charged that Eernard collected 
full toll from the shippers He is still under 
incictment, charged with having accepted 
rebates from railroads.

| ERIE WILL SPEND $20,000,000 
TO DOUBLE TRACK MAIN LINE. 


Railroad Makes Financial Arrangements 
to Complete Work Between Chicago 
and New York—Sees Large Returns.

Financial arrangements are being made by 
the Erie railroad to provide funds for the 
complete double tracking of its main line 
between New York and Chicago, a work 
which will cost approximately $20,000,000, 
and is expected to be completed within the 
next two years. 

The completion of about 190 miles of double 
track on the Chicago and Erie division. and 
120 miles elsewhere, -wi!ll, it is said, put the 
road on a par with any ofjthe standard ines 
operating between the two cities.

Taylor Talks to Realty Men. 


Prof. Graham Taylor of the Chicago Commons, 
the speaker at yesterday’s luncheon of the Cook 
county real estate board, painted a dark picture 
of conditions in parts of the Seventeenth ward, 
such as environed the recently executed Guezlow 
murderers, 

Tou never can make life safe in Chicago by 
hanging such men as these, he asserted. * We 
should be more interested in seeing that men of 
this type are not born and in doing away with con- 
ditions which make for lawbreaking, for, knowing 
the conditions which prevail there, I know your 
lite and mine are worth little at the hands of 
men brought up as these were. 

They are a common type. The sert is actually 
much better off than many of them who don’t 
know on Saturday whether they will have a job 
the next week. The conditions which surround 
them are intolerable and we will have to change 
their surroundings and put the earth under their 
fect for them to stand up again before we can 
remove this menace.’’ 


Tells of Housing Conditions, 


Prof. Taylor spoke on housing conditions in this 
country and abroad, saying that, while steady 
improvement was being made abroad, conditions 
in many places were exceedingly bad. Italy, he 
said, had more forbidding homes than any other 
part of Europe, while the worst overcrowding 
was to be found in Berlin, where, he said, popular 
Giscontent was steadily on the increase, and was 
reflected in the marked movement toward social- 
ism. He said that no more overcrowded districts 
were to be found in any city in the world than 
in some of the assembly districts in New Yo rk, 
where as high as 916 people were to be found oc- 
cupying an acre of ground. 

He spoke of the excellent results being secured 
from some of the great industrial communities 
in Europe, and referred particularly to the Krupp 
works at Essen as a model in this respect. He 
said that Europe provided for its old people better 
than this country, remarking in this connection 
that he was glad to speak a good word for what 
the board of county commissioners under William 
Busse had done in connection with the new in- 
firmary at Oak Forest.
